City  Clerk's  Office, 
City  of  Concord,  Feb.  1,  1879. 

To  Per'sons  having  claims  against  the  City : 

All  persons  furnishing  materials  or  service  for  the  city,  or 
aid  to  city  paupers,  should  be  particular  to  take  the  name 
of  the  person  ordering  such  service,  material,  or  aid,  and 
should  know  that  tlie  person  is  duly  authorized  to  contract 
said  liability. 

The  city  will  not  be  holden  for  merchandise  sold  or  deliv- 
ered on  city  pauper  account,  except  on  the  written  order  of 
the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and  for  no  longer  time  than  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 

Duplicate  copies  will  be  required  of  all  bills  payable  by  the 
city,  furnished  on  county  pauper  account. 

All  bills  against  the  city  must  be  approved  by  the  person 
authorizing  the  charge  ;  and  unless  this  is  done,  no  action  can 
be  had  upon  the  bill  by  the  committee  on  accounts,  aud  no 
order  will  given  for  its  payment. 

When  bills  are  certified  to  as  above,  and  left  with  the  city 
clerk  before  twelve  o'clock  of  the  day  of  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  they  will  be  audited  by  them,  and,  if  ap- 
proved, be  ready  for  payment  on  the  Wednesday  following. 

Meetings  of  the  committee  are  held  on  the  Thursday 
next  preceding  the  last  Saturday  of  each  month,  at  two 
o'clock  P.  M.,  which  will  occur  the  present  year,  Feb.  20, 
March  27,  April  24,  May  29,  June  26,  July  24,  Aug.  28,  Sept. 
25,  Oct.  23,  Nov.  27,  Dec.  25,  Jan.  29,  1880,  Feb.  26.

REPORT 

OP  THE 

COMMISSIONER  OF  HIGHWAYS. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Concord : 

I  have  the  lionor  herewith  to  submit  the  first  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Highway  Department  under  the  revised  ordi- 
nances. Althougli  this  report  embraces  the  entire  financial 
year,  one  quarter  of  the  time  the  work  was  carried  on  under 
the  district  system,  and  quite  a  proportion  of  the  entire 
amount  expended  has  passed  through  other  hands. 

A  much  larger  amount  of  work  has  been  done  the  past 
year,  on  many  of  the  highways  outside  of  the  Precinct,  than 
in  some  previous  years.  It  was  found  that  tiie  public  would 
require  that  the  highway  known  as  the  "  Shaker  road  " 
should  be  put  in  substantial  repair.  Tlie  amount  of  money 
expended  on  this  road  had  been  small  for  several  years,  and 
much  of  the  road-bed  was  worn  flat ;  the  ditches  were  filled, 
so  that  the  water  ran  in  the  road  instead  of  in  the  ditches ; 
and  the  trees  and  bushes  had  encroached  so  that  the  road 
was  quite  narrow.  The  expenditure  this  year  in  what  was 
formerly  District  No.  3,  and  including  the  "  Shaker  road," 
and  in  No.  6,  embracing  East  Concord  village,  and  which 
were  worked  together  this  year,  was  about  $100  more  than 
the  previous  year. 
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The  road  to  Pembroke  has  been  tlioroughly  repaired.  The 
bridge  over  the  Soucook  river  on  this  road,  belonging  to 
Concord  and  Pembroke,  has  been  built  anew,  being  set 
five  feet  higher  by  the  raising  of  the  abutment  and  wing- 
walls  with  substantial  stone-work,  and  a  heavy  fill  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  made  to  its  approach.  The 
cost  of  this  work  to  the  city  was  about  $1,000. 

The  roadway  of  the  "  Free  bridge"  has  been  renewed  with 
new  floor  timbers  and  plank,  and  concreted.  The  iron 
bridge  at  Fisherville,  and  also  the  bridge  over  the  Merrimack 
known  as  the  "lower  bridge,"  have  been  concreted. 

About  5,730  square  yards  of  concrete  sidewalk  has  been 
laid,  and  2,000  feet  of  edge-stone  set,  one  half  of  the  cost, 
say  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  being  paid  by  the  city.  There 
has  been  put  down  on  Main  street  1,335  square  yards  of 
granite  paving,  including  crossings,  being  about  55,000 
blocks,  and  1,400  square  yards  of  cobble  paving  has  been 
laid  in  the  gutters  of  various  streets. 

In  fine,  I  have  endeavored  to  put  and  keep  the  main  ave- 
nues of  travel  in  the  city  in  substantial  repair,  and  those  less 
travelled  in  as  good  condition  as  circumstances  seemed  to 
allow  or  require.  The  entire  length  of  the  streets  and  high- 
ways of  the  city  is  more  than  two  hundred  miles. 

The  unlooked-for  and  almost  unprecedented  freshet  in  the 
early  part  of  December,  caused  extensive  damage  to  three  of 
our  principal  highways,  necessitating  the  expenditure  of  a 
large  amount  in  their  repair, — the  work  of  repairing  being  but 
just  completed  at  this  date. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  original  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  roads  and  bridges  has  been  quite  largely  over- 
drawn. This  is  accounted  for  by  the  damage  by  the  freshet 
above  alluded  to,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  unpaid  bills 
of  last  year,  that  have  been  paid  from  this  year's  appropria- 
tion. 

The  work  of  sprinkling  the  streets  has  been  done  in  con- 
nection with  highway  work,  the  past  season,  and  the  sums 
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due  on  this  account  will  more  than  cancel  the  present  defi- 
ciency.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SEWERS. 

To  the  Citi/  Council: 

The  Committee  on  Sewers  and  Drains  herewitli  submit 
their  report  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending  February 
1,  1879. 

The  appropriation  and  expenditures  on  this  account  will 
be  found  in  the  preceding  table,  under  the  head  of  "  City 
Precinct." 

Upon  investigation,  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  public 
health  that  the  "  brook  sewer,"  which  discharges  into  the 
Merrimack  river  below  the  Gas  Company's  works,  should  be 
completed  at  once.  Accordingly  an  appropriation  of  $6,000 
was  obtained,  and  the  work  of  construction  began  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  of  June.  This  sewer  is  24  by  36  inches, 
and  built  of  brick  and  cement,  with  8-inch  Akron  pipe  in- 
verts ;  and  that  part  of  it  constructed  the  past  season,  ex- 
tending from  Turnpike  street,  opposite  the  residence  of 
Josiah  Cooper,  south  to  Allison  street,  and  through  Allison 
street,  and  land  of  Daniel  Gay,  John  K.  Dakin,  and  John 
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W.  Duiiklee,  to  within  one  Imndrecl  and  fifty  feet  of  the  south 
line  of  West  street,  being  about  2,300  feet  in  length. 

Tiie  average  depth  of  2,000  feet  of  the  ditch  is  about  four- 
teen feet,  the  excavations  being  principally  sand  and  clay. 
Large  quantities  of  water  were  present  the  entire  distance, 
which,  with  the  great  depth  of  the  ditch,  made  it  necessary 
to  use  strong  curbing  for  nearly  its  whole  length. 

The  cost  per  foot  of  this  work,  including  land  damage, 
lumber,  &c.,  was  ^2.28. 

Akron  pipe  sewers  have  been  laid  in  the  following  streets, 
viz.. 

Mills  street,  north  from  Allison,  325  feet,  10-inch  pipe  ; 
Badger  street,  north  from  Allison,  156  feet,  10-inch  pipe  ; 
Huntington  street,  north  from  Warren,  200  feet,  8-inch  pipe; 
Perry  avenue,  south  from  Washington,  122  feet,  8-inch  pipe  ; 
Bethel  street,  106  feet,  8-inch  pipe,  being  an  extension  north 

from  the  brook,  opposite  the  south  line  of  land  of  Thomas 

B.  Comins. 

In  the  sewer  account  of  1877,  the  committee  report  as 
having  on  hand  "  pipe,  tools,  lumber,  &c.,  worth  $1,049.50," 
which  are  still  on  hand,  but  very  little  of  which  was  suitable 
for  use  in  the  work  of  this  season.  To  this  has  been  added 
lumber,  tools,  &c.,  purchased  and  used  in  the  work  of  this 
year,  and  to  the  whole  of  which  no  great  value  can  be  at- 
tached. 

The  pipe  consists  largely  of  curves,  Y's,  and  T's,  heretofore 
purchased  for  prospective  wants  of  tlie  work  ;  and  the  lum- 
ber and  tools  are  such  as  have  been  in  use  in  the  previous 
operations  of  the  department,  and  are  considerably  battered 
and  worn  out.

REPORT. 


To  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their 
Seventh  Annual  Report,  for    the    year  ending  January  31 
1879.  ' 

Nothing  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  change  tlie 
favorable  statement  made  to  you  in  our  last  annual  report. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  iiave  gradually  increased 
each  year  since  tlie  introduction  of  tlie  water,  in  January, 
1873.     The  amounts  received  are  as  follows:

EXTENSIONS. 

A  four-inch  pipe  has  been  laid  in  Allison  street,  from  Turn- 
pike as  far  west  as  Dakin,  with  branches  in  Dakin  and  Mills 
streets. 

^  Tlie  one-inch  pipe  in  Essex  street  not  being  of  sufficient 
size  to  supply  the  inhabitants  there,  we  have  substituted  a 
four-inch,  and  made  connection  with  the  large  i)ipc  in  Cen- 
tre street. 
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Complaint  was  made  that  the  old  lead  pipe  in  Penacook 
street,  west  of  Walnut,  which  supplied  water  to  the  dwellings 
tliere,  had  become  corroded,  and  the  lead  was  an  injury  to 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  A  1-incli  cement-lined  pipe 
has  been  substituted  in  place  of  the  lead. 

Water  has  been  supplied  to  the  buildings  between  the  Free 
Bridge  and  Main  street,  to  several  dwellings  west  of  Frank- 
lin street  near  High,  and  to  the  tenements  by  the  Kit  Facto- 
ry in  West  Concord. 

There  has  been  laid  during  the  year  for  distribution  pipes 
1,420  feet  of  four-inch,  2,133  feet  of  one-inch,  and  1,631  feet 
of  three-fourths-inch  pipe.  Ninety-five  three-fourths-inch  ser- 
vice pipes  have  been  laid,  amounting  to  2,367  feet. 

SUPPLY    OF   WATER. 

The  water  in  the  pond  has  been  maintained  at  a  higher 
point  than  the  year  previous.  The  highest  was  May  2,  be- 
ing 182,  and  the  lowest  was  Nov.  17,  being  177.10. 

The  water  runs  over  the  waste-way  at  184.75.  May  2,  the 
pond  lacked  2  feet  and  9  inches  of  being  full.

REPORT 


COMMITTEE  ON  CITY  F^RM, 


Tiie  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  City  Farm  respect- 
fully submit  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  farm  for  the  year  ending  February 
1,  1879. 

The  farm  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Mv.  Lu- 
cnis  L.  Farvvell,  who  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
in  January,  1878.  The  number  of  persons  supported  has 
been  much  larger  than  in  many  previous  years.  Soon  after 
the  destruction  by  fire,  on  the  13th  of  March,  of  the  county 
bmldings  at  North  Boscawen,  the  county  commissioners 
found  it  necessary  to  provide  board  and  care  for  the  more 
aged,  infirm,  and  helpless  of  the  county  poor,  away  from  the 
farm  owned  by  the  county.  Your  committee  were  invited  to 
make  a  proposition  for  maintaining  for  one  year  such  num- 
ber of  these  old  people  as  could  be  accommodated  at  our 
almshouse,  and  about  the  middle  of  April  thirteen  of  that 
class  were  brought  to  the  city  farm,  where  they  have  since 
been  supported  ;  except  two  that  died  within  a  few  weeks  of 
their  coming,  but  whose  places  were  supplied  by  the  com- 
missioners by  others  of  the  same  class. 


• 
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Except  the  finislnng  and  furnisLing  of  a  bath-room  (a 
much-needed  improvement)  the  setting  of  a  large  kettle  tor 
cooking  food  for  the  animals  kept  upon  the  farm,  and  the 
lavincr  of  a  six-inch  sewer-pipe  drain  from  the  house  to  the 
barn  cellar,  no  additions  or  improvements  have  been  made 
to  the  buildings.  With  such  accommodations  as  we  had  we 
have  been  able  to  make  the  inmates  comfortable ;  and,  consid- 
ering the  age,  condition,  and  number  of  people  in  the  family, 
theii°  general  health  has  been  extraordinarily  good. 

We  are  pleased  to  certify  to  the  kind  interest  for  these  old 
people  manifested  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farwell,  the  superintend- 
ent and  matron,  and  also  that  of  those  employed  with  them 
The  favorable  season  and  good  husbandry  have  increased 
the  products  of  the  farm  over  many  previous  years,  and  the 
supply  of  hay,  grain,  and  general  farm  produce  is  ample  for 
the  wants  of  the  establishment.

Of  this  sum,  $410  was  for  medical  and  surgical  attendance. 
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Four  hundred  and  twenty-two  applications  for  aid  were 
received  at  this  office  the  past  year.  Entire  or  partial  sup- 
port has  heen  afforded  one  liundred  and  fifty-one  families  or 
individuals,  numbering  four  hundred  and  eighty-one  persons. 
Of  this  number,  nineteen  families,  including  eighty-five  indi- 
viduals, have  a  settlement  in  the  city ;  the  remaining  three 
hundred  and  ninety-sis  have  a  county  settlement  only. 

The  duties  devolving  upon  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the 
difficulties  often  attending  their  discharge,  are  well  known 
to  you  all.  We  have  endeavored  to  discharge  these  duties 
impartially,  and,  after  proper  investigation  of  all  applications 
for  relief,  liave  extended  such  aid   as  seemed  judicious  and 

proper.  .  .  ,      ... 

Our  city  phvsician.  Dr.  G.  W.  Cook,  and  the  assistant  city 
physician, Dr.  Harvey  Knight,  at  Fisherville,  have  given  very 
general  satisfaction  in  tlie  discharge  of  their  professional  du- 
ties, and  are  entitled  to  much  credit  for  their  fidelity  and  suc- 
cess in  preventing  as  well  as  curing  disease. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I 
am  much  indebted  for  aid  rendered  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  this  office,  and  hereby  tender  them  my  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment for  the  same.

REPORT  OF  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  City  Council: 
During  the  year  ending  January  31,  1879,  I  have  made 

Visits  to  ahushouse,  26 

Visits  to  paupers  not  at  almshouse,  230 

Prescriptions  at  office,  25 

The  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse  has  been 
unexceptionally  good.  The  large  excess  over  past  years, 
caused  by  removal  there  of  county  paupers  after  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  county  buildings  by  fire,  has  taxed  the  capacity 
of  the  house,  and  the  convenience  and  the  patience  of  those 
who  had  them  in  charge. 

A  more  unfortunate  class  than  those  who  came  from  the 
county  farm  it  would  be  hard  to  find.  Either  lame,  blind,  deaf, 
idiotic,  or  insane,  the  majority  of  them  could  be  of  no  assist- 
ance to  each  other,  and  many  could  not  even  attend  to  their 
own  natural  wants. 

Of  this  number,  one  died  of  syphillis  within  two  weeks 
after  her  arrival  at  the  almshouse,  and  within  a  month 
another  died  of  paralysis.  No  other  death  lias  occurred 
during  the  year,  and,  everything  taken  into  consideration, 
they  have  all  been,  and  are  at  the  present  time,  comfortable 
to  a  remarkable  degree. 

My  professional  visits  to  the  almshouse  have  hardly  been 
more  than  an  average  of  one  in  two  weeks,  or  about  equal 
to  the  number  of  inmates.  Aside  from  these  visits,  how- 
ever, I  have  made  it  in  my  way  to  call  many  times  and  ac- 
quaint myself  fully  with  their  condition.     I  am  free  to  say 
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that  there  can  be  but  one  solution  to  the  problem  of  their 
general  well-being,  which  is  the  intelligent  care  they  have  re- 
ceived at  the  hands  of  the  superintendent  and  his  excellent 

wife. 

One  birth  has  occurred  at  the  almshouse,  and  since  January 
31,  1879,  one  more  death  has  taken  place,— an  old  man  who 
had  been  there  for  years.     He  died  of  old  age,  being  at  the 
time  of  his  decease  over  eighty  years  old.

REFORT 

OF  THE 

BOARD    OF    HEALTH 


To  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  :  We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1878.  The 
official  duties  of  the  Board  have  been  of  the  same  nature  as 
in  years  past.  More  complaints  and  more  calls  have  been 
made  upon  us  than  in  1877.  When  the  complaint  has  come 
in  regular  form,  it  has  of  course  necessitated  a  meeting  of 
the  Board,  and  prompt  attention  has  been  given.  We  are 
happy  to  say,  that  in  all  cases  parties  complained  of  have 
been  disposed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  remedy  existing 
evils,  and,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  very  speedily. 

Verbal  complaints  have  been  made  individually  to  differ- 
ent members  of  the  Board,  which  have  been  attended  to  by 
each  of  us,  and  we  have  given  advice  as  to  the  best  remedy 
to  be  used. 

From  examination  at  the  Registrar's  office,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  learn  of  any  epidemic,  contagions  or  infectious, 
that  has  occurred  in  any  locality  in  the  city,  and  the  general 
good  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  been  very  marked. 

The  ordinance  passed  by  you,  wliicli  went  into  effect 
March  1,  1878,  instituting  the  office  of  Registrar  of  Vital 
Statistics,  and  requiring  every  physician  and  midwife  to 
make  return  of  all  births,  and  causing  permits  for  burials  to 
be  granted  upon  a  physician's  certificate  of  cause  of  death, 
<fcc.,  has  been,  we  believe,  very  generally  complied  with. 
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We  Imve  made  careful  inquiries  of  all  our  undertakers, 
and  have  obtained  a  complete  record  of  all  tl.e  deaths  that 
have  taken  place  in  our  city  for  the  whole  JO";  j .""'  ^^ J^ 
necessary  consequence  of   the   ordinance   not  taking  effect 
until  the  first  of  March,  our  table  of  births  and   causes  of 
deaths  will  only  appear  for  ten  months.     Another  year  wd, 
it  is  hoped,  give  accurate  and  complete  tables  ot  vital  stat.s- 
Is.    In  making  up  the  per-centage  of  deaths  and  causes, 
we  have  not  included  those  that  have  occurred  nr  oui  public 
institutions,  as  they  are  not  considered  a  part  of  our  popu- 
lation.

Anything  like  a  just  analysis  of  the  various  onuses  of 
death  is  impossible.  We  have  in  most  cases  given  the 
cause  of  death  in  our  report  precisely  as  it  was  stated  in  the 
attendant  physician's  certificate,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  in  some  instances  they  have  been  very  indefinite.  For 
instance :  where  death  is  reported  as  resulting  from  "  liver 
difficulty,"  "  disease  of  stomach,"  or  "  lung  difficulty,"  we 
are  left  almost  entirely  in  the  dark  as  to  what  is  meant. 
Again  :  we  find  the  wasting  away  in  old  age  put  down  in  one 
return  as  "  marasmus,"  and  in  another,  simply  "  old  age  ;" 
and  the  same  term  (marasmus)  is  intended  in  other  instances 
to  embrace  the  cause  of  death  in  children  from  the  wasting 
diseases  incident  to  faulty  nutrition.  Since  this  term  has 
been  thus  widely  employed,  we  have  classed  the  entire  num- 
ber of  cases  of  this  nature  under  the  one  head,  Marasmus. 

Consumption.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-six  reported 
causes  of  death  in  ten  months,  eighteen  were  from  consump- 
tion,— about  one  eighth  of  the  entire  number.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  pulmonary  consumption  is  the  primary  cause 
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of  about  one  seventh  of  all  the  deaths  in  tliis  part  of  the 
country.  Our  statistics  do  not  come  quite  up  to  this  ;  still, 
it  lias  prevailed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  well  claim  the  earn- 
est attention  of  our  physicians. 

SEWERAGE    AND    WATER    SUPPLY. 

The  sewer  system,  which  embraces  the  whole  gas  precinct, 
is  nearly  complete,  and  we  believe  we  now  have  as  good 
facilities  for  drainage  as  any  inland  city.  Nature  has  done 
so  much  for  us  in  the  way  of  a  location,  and  the  city  govern- 
ment has  so  wisely  expended  such  a  large  sum  of  money 
for  this  purpose,  it  is  hoped  that  due  vigilance  will  be  exer- 
cised, and  every  safeguard  employed  by  the  inhabitants, 
that  we  may  realize  from  these  improvements  the  blessings 
they  were  intended  to  bestow.  We  would  call  attention 
again,  and  in  a  more  emphatic  manner  than  in  last  year's 
report,  even,  to  the  subject  of  ventilation  and  proper  traps. 
Our  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  which  is  now  so  largely 
used  by  our  inhabitants,  is  another  of  the  city's  safeguards, 
and  we  can  well  believe  that  the  year  to  come  will  show  as 
gratifying  results  as  in  past  years. 

Our^sanitary  condition,  to  a  great  extent,  rests  in  our  own 
hands,  and  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  on  the  importance 
of  having  thorough  drainage,  and  a  supply  of  wholesome 
water.  They  are  among  the  surest  indications  of  a  city's 
prosperity  and  wealth.

REPORT 


TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  City  Council: 

Herewith  tlie  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  present  their 
Animal  Report,  appending,  also,  the  reports  of  the  Librarian 
and  treasurer,  tliat  you  may  be  informed  of  what  value  the 
library  has  been  to  the  people  of  Concord  in  the  year  past, 
and  its  condition  Feb.  1,  1879. 

Tlie  privilege  of  using  the  library  has  been  purchased  by 
1,214  persons.  This  use  is  secured  by  an  annual  fee  of  25 
cents  to  residents  of  the  city,  and  $1  to  persons  in  the  ad- 
joining towns.  The  sum  tlius  collected,  including  fines,  is 
expended  to  keep  in  repair  the  books.  This  "  wear  and 
tear  "  is  a  large  expense  to  be  annually  met.  The  number 
of  persons  wlio  read  books  from  the  library  is  largely  in  ex- 
cess of  the  number  of  cards  issued,  one  card  frequently  serv- 
ing the  purposes  of  a  family,  or  a  number  of  individuals. 

Considerable  expense  has  been  incurred  to  provide  heavy 
carpeting,  that  the  effect  of  travel  by  the  librarians  and 
patrons  may  be  so  deadened  that  a  reasonable  quiet  shall 
be  preserved  in  the  rooms. 

EEADING-EOOM    AND   REFERENCE   LIBRARY. 

On  the  removal  of  the  library  to  its  present  very  acces- 
sible site,  to  give  it  greater  circulating  facilities,  the  trustees 
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desired  to  further  increase  its  accommodations  by  adding  to 
it  a  reading-room  and  reference  library.  Circumstances  gave 
early  opportunity,  and  the  wish  then  expressed  has  been  con- 
summated with  but  little  expense.  Rooms  have  been  pro- 
vided, and  furnished  with  nearly  400  volumes,  valuable  for 
reference,  covering  a  wide  field  of  general  and  scientific  in- 
formation. The  necessities  of  searchers  for  knowledge  in 
all  directions  have  been  consulted,  so  far  as  practicable.  Va- 
rious encyclopedias  and  other  works  may  here  be  found,  on 
biblical,  theological,  and  ecclesiastical  history,  English  and 
American  general  literature,  biography,  geography,  history, 
science,  art,  agriculture,  etc.  The  department  thus  added 
is  meeting  the  present  expectations  of  the  trustees.  It  is 
hoped  the  future  will  show  a  marked  increase  in  its  use. 
The  books  are  now  much  referred  to,  but  will  be  more  and 
more  sought  as  tbe  value  of  the  collection  becomes  known. 
It  is  used  by  some  of  the  advanced  pupils  in  the  public 
schools,  and  by  many  other  persons,  old  and  young,  who  find 
it  profitable  to  spend  a  portion  of  their  leisure  hours  in  these 
pleasant  rooms.  Here,  books,  magazines,  and  papers  are 
provided,  on  call,  with  warmth,  light,  and  comfort,  virtually 
without  expense.  Those  striving  to  reform  themselves  from 
bad  habits,  who  have  not  homes  and  families  where  they  can 
better  spend  their  time,  will  find  in  these  rooms  a  desirable 
place  of  resort.  They  have  but  to  choose  and  occupy.  The 
privileges  so  generously  provided  by  the  city  should  be  more 
sought  and  used. 

THE   STUDY   OF   ENGLISH   LITERATURE 

has  received  fresh  impulse  of  late  in  this  community.  Its 
eflect  is  discernible  in  the  call  for  the  better  class  of  books 
in  the  library,  and  a  demand  for  others  not  yet  placed  there. 
This  new  departure  in  reading  and  study  is  attributed  to  the 
personal  influence  and  labors  of  Mrs.  Abba  Goold  Woolson, 
who,  two  and  a  half  years  ago,  commenced  a  course  of  familiar 
lectures  upon  this  general  topic,  before  a  class  of  ladies  and 


gentlemen.  Two  courses  of  these  lectures  were  sustained, 
and  the  class  still  pursues  its  study.  Other  classes  were 
formed,  and  are  successfully  studying  the  beauties  of  Shake- 
speare. From  this  newly-created  interest  came  a  course 
of  six  lectures,  in  the  autumn  of  1878,  by  James  T.  Fields, 
on  "  Recollections  of  English  Authors."  The  winter  of  1879 
has  given  our  citizens  another  course  of  six  lectures,  on 
American  Litei-ature,  by  Francis  H.  Underwood.  These  lec- 
tures have  taken  the  place  of  the  promiscuous  courses  of  en- 
tertainment which  have  held  sway  so  many  years.  This  re- 
sult your  Trustees  have  striven  to  aid  ;  and  they  are  encour- 
aged to  continue  to  help  create  a  demand  for  the  most  whole- 
some and  valuable  reading-matter  to  be  obtained  in  every 
department  of  knowledge.  They  continue  to  solicit  contri- 
Initions  of  useful  books  from  any  of  our  citizens  in  behalf  of 
the  library.

Number  of  persons  using  the  library  for  a  portion  or  the 
whole  of  the  year,  twelve  hundred  and  fourteen  (1,214). 
This  is  a  small  increase  over  last  year. 

The  portion  of  the  books  of  the  library  set  aside  as  a  refer- 
ence library — making  three  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  (350) 
— has  been  largely  patronized  by  the  citizens  and  by  strang- 
ers, and  has  proved  to  be  a  very  important  part  of  the  li- 
brary. There  have  been  added  to  this  portion  of  the  library, 
during  the  past  year,  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  McClin- 
tock  and  Strong's  Encyclopedia,  Hill's  Manual,  Chambers' 
Encyclopedia,  and  other  valuable  books  of  reference. 

To  the  general  library,  additions  have  been  made  of  a  com- 
pleted set  of  Scribner's  Magazine,  Ewald's  History  of  Israel 
in  5  volumes,  two  sets  of  Stanley's  Dark  Continent,  and 
many  otlier  valuable  books  that  cannot  be  enumerated  in 
this  report.

REPORT 


CITY    SOLICITOR 


To  the  City  Council : 

There  are  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  Merri- 
mack county  three  suits  against  tlie  city,  as  follows : 

Harlan  P.  Gage  and  wife  v.  Concord,  which  was  brought 
Sept.  6,  1875,  and  is  for  damages  claimed  to  have  been  re- 
ceived by  reason  of  a  defective  sidewalk  on  De[)ot  street,  ad- 
joining tlie  Statesman  building.  The  amount  claimed  is 
$2,500.  The  suit  was  tried  at  the  October  adjourned  term, 
1876,  and  resulted  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury. 

John  P.  Edgerly  and  wife  v.  Concord  is  a  suit  wherein  the 
plaintiffs  claim  ^15,000  damages  for  injuries  received  l)y 
Mrs.  Edgerly  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1874,  on  Warren 
street,  near  the  residence  of  Henry  P.  Moore,  caused  by  an 
insufficient  highway,  and  the  negligent  and  careless  use  of 
one  of  the  city  hydrants  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen.  The  writ  in  this  action  is  dated  August  30, 
1876. 

George  W.  Wadleigh  v.  Concord.  The  writ  in  this  action 
is  dated  August  24,  1878.  Mr.  Wadleigh  claims  .^1,000 
damages  for  injuries  done  to  a  building  owned  by  him  in  the 
village  of  Fisherville,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  1875, 
by  certain  persons  unlawfully,  riotously,  and  tumultuously 
assembled  together. 
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The  suit  brought  by  Uniou  School  District  No.  1  in  Bow, 
and  23  in  Concord,  v.  George  A.  Pillsbury  et  ah.,  which  was 
brouglit  to  test  tlie  legality  of  the  action  of  the  city  govern- 
ment in  dissolving  the  union  between  said  districts,  has  been 
decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  whole  controversy 
has  been  closed. 

The  three  first-mentioned  suits  are  the  only  ones  now 
pending  wherein  the  city  is  a  party.  During  the  year  1878 
the  terms  of  court  were  held  by  Judge  Foster,  and  he  being 
a  resident  of  Concord,  no  suit  in  which  the  city  was  a  party 
could  be  tried  before  him.  They  will  all  probably  be  disposed 
of  during  the  coming  year.

CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

By  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment, passed  March,  1878,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  address 
my  annual  report  to  you. 

The  losses  by  fire  the  past  year,  in  the  precinct,  a  list  of 
which  is  hereto  appended,  have  been  trifling,  compared  with 
former  years  ;  and  in  every  case  the  department  has  been 
able  to  confine  the  fire  to  the  building  in  which  it  originated. 
Some  of  the  outlying  wards  have  suffered  severely.  St. 
Paul's  School,  situated  in  Ward  7,  lost  one  of  their  main 
buildings,  it  being  struck  by  lightning.  The  loss  on  this 
alone  was  about  $20,000.  The  apparatus  is  believed  to  be 
in  good  condition,  and  the  only  addition  to  the  equipment 
needed  for  the  coming  year  will  be  five  or  six  hundred  feet 
of  new  hose  to  make  good  the  depreciation.  I  would  partic- 
ularly call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  procuring  a  telegraphic  fire  alarm  apparatus,  so 
that  in  case  of  fire  the  alarm  can  be  transmitted  promptly  to 
the  department,  and  much  valuable  time  saved.  I  believe 
tiiat  a  telegraphic  system  can  be  adopted  the  coming  year  at 
a  very  moderate  cost,  and  wires  can  be  added  from  year  to 
year,  as  the  wants  of  the  city  require. 

In  cojiclusion,  I  wisli  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  for  their  cordial  co- 
operation in  all  measures  tending  to  promote  the  efficiency 
of  the  dejjartment.

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EEGULATIOI^S 

FOK  THE 

CONCORD  PRECINCT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT, 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS,  JANUARY,  1874. 


Article  1.  Any  engine  or  hose  company,  running  out  a 
line  of  hose  from  a  hydrant  or  steamer,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  pipe,  although  the  iiose  of  other  companies  may  be  at- 
tached in  order  to  reach  the  fire ;  and  any  company  coming 
to  a  fire,  and  finding  an  incomplete  line  of  hose  laid  out  from 
a  hydrant  or  steamer,  shall  attach  to  and  lengthen  out  such 
line,  in  lieu  of  laying  a  line  of  its  own. 

Art.  2.  When  two  or  more  engine  or  hose  companies  are 
playing  in  a  continuous  line,  the  pipe  shall  belong  to  the 
company  attaching  to  the  hydrant  or  steamer,  as  provided  in 
the  foregoing  article  ;  but  any  company  furnishing  the  entire 
line,  and  receiving  water  from  a  steamer,  the  pipe  shall  be- 
long to  such  company  so  receiving. 

Art.  3.  Each  engine  and  hose  company  shall  have  equal 
claim  to  the  hydrants  ;  but  it  is  enjoined  upon  the  engine 
companies  to  draught  their  own  water  from  a  reservoir, 
wherever  a  suitable  one  can  be  found  within  a  reasonable 
distance. 

Art.  4.  No  company  shall  take  possession  of  a  hydrant  or 
reservoir,  unless  their  hose  and  apparatus  for  attaching  to 
the  same  are  at  hand  and  ready  for  use.  The  company 
which  shall  be  thus  ready  shall  be  entitled  to  such  hydrant 
or  reservoir  ;  but,  upon  the  order  of  an  engineer,  another 
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company  may  attach  a  second  line  of  hose  from  such  hydrant 
or  steamer,  in  case  the  same  may  be  necessary, — such  com- 
pany liaving  first  laid  its  hose,  and  being  ready  to  attach  the 
same. 

Art.  5.  In  proceeding  to,  working  at,  or  returning  from 
fires,  noisy  demonstrations  are  strictly  prohibited,  and  it  is 
required  of  officers  of  companies  to  maintain  perfect  order 
and  decorum  in  their  respective  commands  during  all  such 
service. 

Art.  6.  No  company,  while  returning  from  a  fire,  will  be 
allowed  to  proceed  faster  than  a  walk,  and  at  all  times  to 
keep  on  the  right  of  the  street.  Drivers  are  strictly  enjoined, 
in  proceeding  to  a  fire,  to  use  the  utmost  care  and  caution 
consistent  with  promptness.  Racing  between  companies  is 
forbidden,  under  any  circumstances.  Any  collision  or  cas- 
ualty occurring  to  horses  or  apparatus  will  be  considered  a 
sufficient  cause  for  the  suspension  of  the  driver  in  charge  at 
the  time. 

Art.  7.  The  bells  will  at  first  ring  a  general  fire  alarm  ; 
and,  when  the  locality  of  the  fire  is  known,  the  number  of  the 
ward  will  be  struck,  and  repeated  for  the  space  of  at  least 
ten  minutes. 

Art.  8.  No  member  of  any  company  shall  leave  the  city 
without  first  informing  his  foreman  ;  no  foreman  or  assistant 
engineer,  witiiout  first  notifying  the  chief  engineer, — in  each 
case  the  party  so  leaving  providing  a  substitute. 

Art.  9.  In  case  of  fire,  the  foreman  first  arriving  shall  be 
in  command  until  the  arrival  of  an  engineer. 

Art.  10.  Any  order  issued  by  the  chief,  or  an  assistant  en- 
gineer, shall  be  promptly  obeyed.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  The  revised  ordinances  of  the  city,  Chapter 
XV,  making  the  city  clerk  Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics,  re- 
quiring that  he  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  all  births  and 
deaths,  and  issue  permits  for  burials,  has  imposed  a  new 
duty  upon  that  office,  and  has  been  complied  with,  so  far  as 
the  returns  have  been  received,  with  the  following  result : 

Whole  number  of  births,  210  ; — males,  98  ;  females,  105  ; 
still  births,  sex  not  stated,  7. 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnized  in  the  city  the  past 
year  we  are  unable,  at  present,  to  state,  as  full  returns  have 
not  as  yet  been  made. 

The  deaths  in  the  city  the  past  year  were  as  follows  :  Jan- 
uary, 16  ;  February,  17  ;  March,  18  ;  April,  12  ;  May,  13  ; 
June,  9  ;  July,  7  ;  August,  16  ;  September,  24 ;  October,  15  ; 
November,  22  ;  December,  16.     Total,  185. 

Died  in  Ward  1,  21  ;  Ward  2,  10;  Ward  3,  13  ;  Ward  4, 
54  ;  Ward  5,  27  ;  Ward  6,  38  ;  Ward  7,  22. 

Deaths  in  public  institutions  in  the  city  reported  the  past 
year,  32. 

The  remains  of  54  persons  who  died  in  the  city  were 
carried  out  of  town  for  burial,  and  28  who  died  elsewhere 
were  brought  here  for  interment, — making  the  number  of 
interments  in  the  city  the  past  year,  182.

Walker  School  Fund.  This  fund  was  a  legacy  of  Abial 
Walker.  Will  dated  Jan.  8,  1855.  "  To  the  city  of  Con- 
cord aforesaid  I  give  and  bequeath  one  thousand  dollars,  in 
trust,  to  be  added  to  the  school  fund  of  said  city,  the  in- 
terest whereof  to  be  divided  in  due  proportion  among  all 
the  districts  in  the  city  at  the  time  the  dividend  takes  place, 
to  be  paid  over  to  said  city  in  one  year  after  my  decease." 
The  amount  of  this  fund  is  $1,000,  and  is  invested  in  a  note 
of  that  sum  of  the  Concord  City  Precinct,  due  in  1895. 

Lyon  Legacy  is  from  G.  Parker  Lyon.  Will  dated

of  the  free  public  library  of  said  city,  the  annual  income 
thereof  only  to  be  annually  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
books  for  said  public  library,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars." One  precinct  note  of  $1,000,  interest  6  per  cent., 
due  1896. 

Pierce  Legacy  is  from  Franklin  Pierce,  ex-President 
of  the  United  States.  Will  dated  Jan.  22,  1868.  "  16th. 
To  the  city  of  Concord  I  give  and  bequeath,  in  trust,  for  the 
'  Concord  Public  Library,'  one  thousand  dollars,  the  interest 
of  said  sum  to  be  expended  annually  in  the  purchase  of 
books,  and  the  principal  to  remain  as  a  perpetual  fund  for 
the  object  indicated."     One  city  bond  of  $1,000,  due  1885. 

Countess  Rumford  Legacy  is  from  the  Countess  of 
RuMFORD.  Will  dated  Nov.  10,  1852.  "To  the  town  of 
Concord  aforesaid,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Concord 
Female  Charitable  Society,  an  association  in  said  town,  two 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  charitable  uses  and 
purposes  of  said  society,  and  under  its  direction.  And  in 
case  the  said  town  should  be  incapable  of  or  decline  said 
trust,  then  the  same  is  given  and  to  be  paid  over  to  any  two 
persons  whom  the  executor  of  my  will  may  elect  and  name, 
to  administer  said  trust."  Note,  Isaac  A.  Hill,  |2,000, 
dated  Jan.  27,  1877,  secured  by  mortgage  of  real  estate  and 
surety. 

Old  Cemetery  Fund.  There  has  been  invested,  of  the 
proceeds  of  sales  of  lots,  $700  in  Water-Works  bonds,  bear- 
ing 6  per  cent,  interest.  The  income  from  this  fund  is  de- 
voted to  the  care  of  the  Old  Cemetery. 
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
